THE  FINEST  IRISES  FOR  AMATEURS 

I had  ex])ected  last  fall  to  publish  a list  of  the  for- 
eign Irises  I purchased  in  France  and  England,  and  I 
intended  to  include  Avith  it  the  names  of  those  varieties 
I had  successfully  imported  during  the  past  three 
years.  But  on  thinking  the  matter  OA^er,  I realized  that 
my  customers  Avere  interested  not  so  much  in  the  names 
of  those  I purchased,  as  in  a list  of  the  ones  which  I 
succeeded  in  adapting  to  American  soil  and  climate. 

Importing  Irises  is  a most  uncertain  speculation  and 
the  loss  during  the  first  year  is  apt  to  be  very  dis- 
heartening. I am  right  noAV  in  the  midst  of  my  trou- 
bles Avith  my  latest  importations,  and  I find  that  some 
of  the  Amrieties  liaA^e  died  out  entirely.  But  Avhile  I am 
regretting  the  losses  from  the  latest  arrivals,  the  roots 
AAdiich  have  become  acclimated  from  former  importa- 
tions are  multiplying,  and  I Avill  soon  send  out  a price 
list  on  A^ery  desirable  Amrieties  Avhich  I Avill  be  able  to 
deliA^er  during  July  and  August.

BEARDLESS  IRISES  EOR 
THE  ENTHUSIAST 


I began  my  Beardless  Iris  collection  nine  years  ago, 
at  wliicli  time  I purchased  every  variety  I could  find 
on  the  American  market.  Since  then  I have  been  im- 
])orting  them  from  Europe,  and  I have  found  during 
my  nine  years’  experience  that  they  are  much  harder 
to  get  established  than  the  bearded  sorts.  I have  lost 
my  entire  stock  of  many  varieties  and  many  others 
have  not  increased  sufficiently  for  me  to  list.  How- 
ever, all  the  varieties  which  I list  in  this  circular  have 
grown  successfully  in  my  garden,  and  the  ones  listed 
at  35c  and  50c  per  root  have  increased  very  satisfac- 
torily. I hope  to  ghrn  these  varieties  special  attention 
during  the  blooming  season  and  give  an  accurate 
description  of  them  in  my  Garden  Notes.  So  many 
])ersons,  however,  are  asking  for  a list  of  the  Beard- 
less varieties  which  I can  furnish,  that  I am  submitting 
this  list  now,  for  my  experience  has  shown  that  early 
spring  is  the  time  when  Beardless  varieties  should  be 
transplanted. 

I do  not  believe  Beardless  Irises  should  be  disturbed  be- 
tween June  1st  and  October  1st,  and  I will  wait  until  Oc- 
tober loth  before  transifianting  them  in  niy  garden.

MOTHER  ROOTS  OF  AMBASSADEUR 
FOR  COMMERCIAL  GROWERS 

When  Mr.  Wister  came  home  after  the  war  and  told 
us  that  Ambassadeur  was  the  best  Iris  he  saw  in 
France,  I immediately  began  importing  it,  and  I have 
imported  it  direct  from  Vilmorins  every  season  since, 
one  year  making  two  importations.  Last  season  I 
wished  to  buy  one  hundred  rhizomes  of  it  from  Vil- 
morins, but  as  they  would  sell  me  only  twenty-five,  I 
tried  purchasing  it  elsewhere  in  France,  and  succeeded 
in  getting,  in  addition  to  the  twenty-five  from  Vilmorin, 
a nice  lot  of  roots  from  Mr.  Millet  and  also  from 
Cayeaux  and  Le  Clerc.  Neither  one  of  these  growers, 
however,  would  accept  an  order  for  more  than  twenty 
roots  of  this  variety.  I am  glad  to  say  that  Ambas- 


sacleiir  seems  very  happy  in  my  garden  and  has  made 
a nice  increase. 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  possibly  some  growers 
who  neglected  to  buy  Ambassadeur  in  past  years, 
would  be  glad  to  buy  it  in  quantity  now  to  supply 
their  customers.  I had  not  intended  to  disturb  any 
of  my  fine  varieties  until  after  the  blooming  season, 
as  the  plants  are  now  making  their  increase.  But  cir- 
cumstances alter  cases,  and  when  an  Iris  enthusiast 
asked  me  to  show  him  the  largest  Ambassadeur  I had, 
and  after  showing  him  a mother  plant  of  it  with  eight 
small  Irises  attached,  he  freely  paid  me  $20.00  for  it, 
I began  to  do  some  thinking,  and  I now  realize  that  he 
will  this  fall  have  a stock  of  eight  Ambassadeurs  at 
a very  reasonable  price.  And  so  while  I am  not  solicit- 
ing orders  on  this  or  any  other  variety  for  shipment 
before  July,  yet  if  there  is  any  demand  for  these 
mother  roots  now,  I will  ship  them  at  the  following 
prices  : 

0}ie  mother  root  of  Ambassadeur  loAh  tzoo  small 
plants  attached  for $10.00 

One  mother  root  of  Ambassadeur  zvith  four  small 
plants  attached  for 1500 

One  mother  root  of  Ambassadeur  zoith  six  or  more 
small  plants  attached  for 20.00 

In  this  connection  I will  state  that  on  orders  for  one 
plant  of  this  variety  at  $20.00,  I will  try  to  find  a 
mother  plant  with  eight  small  plants  attached  and  if  I 
can  locate  such  plants  I will  send  them  at  the  $20.00 
price. 

In  shipping  these  expensive  roots  at  this  time  I will 
place  some  damp  moss  around  the  roots  and  wrap  the 
moss  with  excelsior  to  keep  the  dampness  away  from 
the  foliage.  In  past  seasons  some  customers  have 
written  me  that  plants  shipped  them  in  this  manner 
bloomed  for  them  in  June.  However,  I cannot  promise 
that  you  will  have  this  same  success,  although  I believe 
you  may. 

As  these  roots  will  be  of  extra  size  and  very  valuable, 
I will  for  ten  cents  additional  insure  the  delivery  of  the 
package  in  addition  to  paying  the  postage.  Otherwise 
the  shipments  will  be  forwarded  by  express  collect.
